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Improvements for City Parks Earmarked 
In Budget; Public Works Holds the Line

The budget proposed for the city’s Public Works De¬ 
partment for the coming year holds no surprises. “We are 
programming the same activities as last year,” said city 
manager James K. Giese, at the open work session on 
April 25. 

The public works crew operates in all areas of city 
responsibility and thus, while the major costs fall under the 
public works section, the cost of their labor can be found in 
accounts scattered through the budget from municipal 
building to traffic control to recreation and parks. Their 
funds come from taxes including the 7c Capital Improve¬ 
ments Reserve (for street repair) and from federal revenue 
sharing (for new equipment). 

No changes are proposed this him that the policy has always 


year for refuse collecting — fee 
or program. Public Works Direc¬ 
tor George Smith is concerned 
that the Wednesday newspaper 
haul is hard on the load-packers, 
but council was not inclined to 
cut back on Greenbelt's efforts in 
recyling. 

Capital Improvements 

Most noticeable to residents is 
the work undertaken with funds 
from the Capital Improvements 
Reserve. Council has for years 
set aside a constant amount in 
each budget — first 3c, then 6c 
and beginning last year 7c — of 
the tax rate for reconstruction 
and repair of streets, sidewalks 
and curbs and gutters. Next 
year's 7c will net $120,400; an¬ 
other $58,200 is rebudgeted from 
funds not spent this year. (See 
box for list of proposed pro¬ 
jects.)

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Greenbelt Metro Line May Be 
Jeopardized by College Park

The proposed Greenbelt Metro Station may be in jeop¬ 
ardy again as the result of a Resolution passed by the 
College Park City Council April 12. The College Park Coun¬ 
cil voted to recommend that the proposed Calvert Road sta¬ 
tion be moved further south, to the border between College 
Park and Riverdale. Metro site planner, Lee Skillman, 
reached by phone Tuesday, May 3, predicted that if the 
resolution were upheld by the Prince Georges County Coun¬ 
cil, “I think you can safely say it would kill the route/’ The 
cost of altering the site plans, the additional studies in¬ 
volved and the general unsuitability of the alternative site, 
according to Skillman, would probably result in the cancel¬ 
lation altogether of both the College Park and Greenbelt 
stations. That sentiment was echoed May 3 by County 
Councilman Richard Castaldi. 


The issue of the College Park 
resolution was raised at the reg¬ 
ular Monday night meeting of 
the Greenbelt City Council, but 
because of lack of information 
about the contents of the propo¬ 
sal, Council decided to delay tak¬ 
ing any formal action on the 
matter until they had had an op¬ 
portunity to discuss it with the 
College Park and Riverdale City 
Councils. 

Castaldi has not “tested the 
waters” to see how his colleagues 
on the Council would vote on the 
issue, and he says, “Pm not go¬ 
ing to bring the issue up. Pm 
going to leave sleeping dogs lie.” 
However, if County Council 
Chairman Frank Casula does de¬ 
cide that the Council should take 
action on the resolution, Castaldi 
says, “I will be right out there 
lighting,” The Council is not 
bound by statute to take action 
on a municipal resolution, 

“I would hope that Council 
would not make that change,” 
Castaldi said, “We can’t keep 
changing the route every time 
there is a new muncipal election,” 
he added. 

P r evious College Park Councils 
approved the Calvert Road site 
in August 1979, May 1980 and 
March 1981. 

Skillman estimates that at the 
very least the College Park pro¬ 
posal would cause a minimum of 
two years delay in constructing 
the line, and millions of dollars in 
additional costs. Metro is cur¬ 
rently completing final designs 
for the Calvert Road station, a 
process costing millions of dollars 
by itself. This would have to be 
halted, general and environmen¬ 
tal impact studies completed for 
the new location, and additional 
public hearings scheduled. 

In addition, Skillman cited nu¬ 
merous other objections Metro 
has to the College Park proposal. 
The new proposed station would 


be underground—underneath a 
c r eek bed which in earlier envir¬ 
onmental tests proved to have 
the worst soil in the system as 
a foundation for a station. Op¬ 
erating costs for the station 
would be increased and capital 
costs sizably increased over those 
for the Calvert Road site. 

Metro Projections 

Metro estimates that the Cal¬ 
ved Road station would have 
7,830 riders per day, many of 
them University of Maryland 
students, the fifth lowest daily 
ridership projection in the entre 
Metro system. By contrast, the 
Prince Georges Plaza station 
would have 36,000 per day—the 
most at any station in the Coun¬ 
ty—and Greenbelt would have 
30,000 riders per day. Metro pre¬ 
dicts that University of Mary¬ 
land students would not use the 
alternative station proposed by 
the College Park Council, be¬ 
cause the Prince Georges Plaza 
station would be closed to the 
University. Therefore, the new 
station would have even fewer 
daily riders, and according to 
Skillman, would have so few that 
“the costs of the station would 
not be justified.” On the other 
hand, the largest station in the 
county would become more 
crowded. 

The resolution was introduced 
at the College Park Council 
meeting to resolve a long-stand¬ 
ing issue about location of the 
Paint Branch Parkway, an alter¬ 
native route through to U.S. 1, 
once Calvert Road is bisected be¬ 
cause of the Metro station. Op¬ 
ponents on the Council of the 
Calvert Road site for the Metro 
station used that issue to pro¬ 
pose a new site for the station. 

The measure was controver¬ 
sial even in College Pa r k. Ac¬ 
cording to College Park Mayor 
Alvin J, Kushner, the resolution 
passed over his objection, five to

The location of the Parkway 
has long been a bone of conten¬ 
tion between Riverdale and Col¬ 
lege Park, and the Riverdale City 
Council passed a resolution Mon¬ 
day night informing the County 
Council that the location of the 
Parkway and the new proposed 
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site for the Metro station are 
totally unacceptable to the citi¬ 
zens of Riverdale. 

According to a Metro spokes¬ 
man, the mayors of Hyattsville 
and Berwyn Heights have also 
expressed opposition to the Col¬ 
lege Park resolution.

The Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment will offer parents the op¬ 
portunity to participate in the 
department's Ident-A-Kid pro¬ 
gram at its exhibit to be held in 
Beltway Plaza during National 
Police Week, May 16-21.

PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS, In 1962 the United States Congress established 
MAY 15 as PEACE OFFICERS MEMORIAL DAY and desig¬ 
nated “in each year the calendar week during which May 15 
occurs as POLICE WEEK”, thereby focusing greater recogni¬ 
tion on law enforcement officers and their responsibilities and 
services; and 

WHEREAS, The Greenbelt Police Department will be ob¬ 
serving NATIONAL POLICE WEEK from May 15 through May 
21, and from May 16 thru May 21 will be sponsoring, in con¬ 
junction with the Beltway Plaza Merchants Association, a num¬ 
ber of special events, at which more than twenty-five local, 
county, state, and federal law enforcement organizations are 
expected to participate; and 

WHEREAS, The citizens of our community may be justly 
proud of our officers, their outstanding training and profession¬ 
alism; their dedication to serving as the guardians of our pro¬ 
perty and our lives; their willingness to act as defenders of our 
rights; their devotion to fight crime whenever and wherever it

Special Budgets of the City 


by Charles F. Sehwan, Jr. 
In his letter to City Coun¬ 
cil as he presented his bud¬ 
get recommendations for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1983, City Manager James 
K, Giese pointed out that the 
“budget document has evolv¬ 
ed from a simple financial 
report with proposals for ex¬ 
penditures and estimates of 
revenues into what has be¬ 
come the most comprehen¬ 
sive document published 
each year concerning the 
state of the City and its 
government, and where it is 
going in the future.” 

The “form” that has evolved 
over the years divides the “bud¬ 
get,” It eove r s almost all the 
receipts that are anticipated, in¬ 
cluding those from boat permits 
($50. estimated) to real property 
tax receipts on most such proper¬ 
ty in the city ($1,497,150 estima¬ 
ted). Total planned expenditure 
may not exceed anticipated reve¬ 
nues or receipts. Fo r fiscal year 
1983-84, the manager estimates 
this figure to be $3,948,800. 

There are budgets for six 
“other funds” included in what 
the manager has submitted to 
council which, with the general 
fund budget constitute the entire 
financial plan for the ensuing 
fiscal year. Together these other 
funds add up to much less than 
the general fund total. To un¬ 
derstand the city and to appre¬ 
ciate what it does, however, re¬ 
quire that they, too. be paid heed. 

Capital Improvement Budget 

The capital improvement bud¬ 
get balance at the beginning of 
the fiscal year (July 1) is esti¬ 
mated by city manager James K. 
Giese to be $55,800. He antici¬ 
pates receipts of 833,900 in the 
form of a Maryland Open Space 
Grant and $4,700 in interest. He 
proposed that $40,800 be expend¬ 
ed, almost all of it-$45,200. for 
softball field poles and lights at 
Braden Field. 

This fund was set up to handle 
the 1969 bond issue of $950,000. 
By using the bond issue money 
and interest earned on its unex¬ 
pended balance as matching 
funds for state and federal 
grants-in-aid, mo r e than twice as 
much as the original bond issue 
has already beeti expended from 
the fund. At the end of the en¬ 
suing fiscal year, the fund bal¬ 
ance is estimated to be 847,600. 

The city has received, through 
the county, Community Develop¬ 
ment Block Grant funds for each 
of the past four years. The ma¬ 
nager anticipates that the city 
will receive an additional grant 
for the 1983-84 fiscal year of 
$130,000. In his view, a grant 
application of $104,000 the fol¬ 
lowing fiscal year (to recon¬ 
struct Plateau Place) will be the 
last that the city will receive. 
The city became eligible for such 
grants when the original area of 
Greenbelt was declared to be a 
Neighborhood Strategies Area 
thus making Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. and the city potential 
grant recipients. Through the 
next fiscal year grant allocations 
will total $484,000 of which 
830,000 is expected to be used in 
1983-84 to reconstruct Ridge 
Road between Southway and Gar¬ 
denway. “When this is done,” 
the manager reports “Ridge Road 
will have been widened and 
curbs and gutters installed for 
almost its entire length — 
Southway to Research Road.” 

Equipment Maintenance 

The Motor Equipment Main¬ 
tenance Fund is the third of the 
“other funds.” It has been set 
up to account for the cost of op¬ 


erating the city's motor equip¬ 
ment. The manager states . . 
when fully operational, motor 
equipment will be ‘rented’ to the 
various operating budgets in 
which they are utilized based up¬ 
on cost accounting data. Due to 
limited available staff time, the 
work required to make the cost 
accounting fully operational has 
not been accomplished.” For 
1983-84 receipts and expenditures 
of $187,200 are anticipated. 

Some interesting and possibly 
meaningful data indicate that of 
13 police vehicles, the least ex¬ 
pensive to operate last year were, 
in order, a 1982 Diplomat, 1982 
Malibu, 1975 Malibu and 1981 
LeBaron. Most expensive, all 
fvlalibus, were two 1980 and 
two 1979 models. All the lat¬ 
ter cost more than 30 cents 
per mile to operate. The least 
expensive all cost less than 20 
cents per mile to operate. There 
seemed to be a high correlation 
in 1981-82 and 1982-83 cost data. 

Replacement Fund 

As its name suggests the pur¬ 
pose of the Replacement Fund is 
to ensure that when major items 
of equipment need to he replaced 
there will be funds available to do 
so. Its existence tends to stabil¬ 
ize from year to year what must 
be included in the budget to a- 
chieve this end. Additional funds 
are secured from interest earned 
on investment money not needed 
immediately. As of June 30, the 
end of the current fiscal year, it 
is expected that the fund balance 
will be $205,400. Receipts for 


the 1983-84 fiscal year are pro¬ 
jected to be $84,900 in transfer 
from the general fund and $17,- 
000 in interest earned. * The man¬ 
ager proposed spending 859,200 
which would leave a fund balance 
of $248,109 at year's end. Pro¬ 
posed for purchase for the police 
are a mobile radio ($2,300); for 
public works a wheel balancer 
($3,400), flat bed truck, (814,000) 
tractor with mower ($7,500), and 
dump truck ($17,000) and for 
recreation a van-bus ($15,000). 

Revenue Sharing 

The Revenue Sharing Fund is 
the repository of funds received 
from the federal government un¬ 
der a program last reenacted for 
a three-year period which ends 
September 30 1983. There are 
three possibilties for the post- 
October 1 period: the program 
will be reenacted essentially 
without change, it will be re¬ 
enacted but increased or decreas¬ 
ed in amount, and it will not be 
reenacted. Either of the latter 
two possibilities would require 
modest to drastic change in the 
city budget. The first is the 
most likely possibility, however. 

As of the beginning of the 
fiscal year there will be a fund 
balance of $26,200. Receipts the 
manager estimates will be a 
grant of $73,500 and interest of 
$2,000 (which would make availa¬ 
ble $101,731). He proposes ex¬ 
penditures of $96,200: $40,000 

for bond redemption and most of 
the rest for various pieces of e- 
quipment—which would leave 
$5,531 in the fund at the end of 
the year. Alternative recom¬ 
mendations are made for spend¬ 
ing the estimated $58,400 that 
would be available if the program 
we r e not reenacted. 

Unemployment Compensation 


The sixth “other fund” is the 
Unemployment Compensation 
Fund. The city is a self-insurer. 
It strives to have on hand as a 
minimum a sum adequate to pay 
10 unemployment claims (esti¬ 
mated to be $39,800). Funds not 
needed to pay claims are invest¬ 
ed to earn interest to add to the 
fund and to reduce the need for 
the city to appropriate to the 


fund. As of the beginning of 
the next fiscal year it is estima¬ 
ted that $43,400 will be on hand. 
Interest that will be earned is es¬ 
timated to be $3,500. The total 
of $46,900 is all available for ex¬ 
penditure but it is expected that 
ve r y little will be used. In the 
last fiscal year $843 was expend¬ 
ed while $5,068 is the estimate 
for the current year.

draulic lift would provide another 
bay for working on .city vehicles 
— pick up trucks and other 
smaller vehicles. 

Mosquito control will again 
cost $400 (or less). “The budget 
doesn’t increase, but the mosqui¬ 
toes do,” someone quipped. 

Tennis Courts 

With no discussion on the mat¬ 
ter, it was impossible to tell how 
council will react to the proposal 
to reconstruct the four lower 
tennis courts on Braden Field. 
With extensive base failure re¬ 
quiring a major expenditure 
($80,000), Giese laid it on the 
line to council — pay or aband¬ 
on. 

Parks 

“There will be more emphasis 
on Parks this summer,” Giese 
promised. Last year the city’s 
crew spent more time than usual 
on street repair and reconstruc¬ 
tion. No additional personnel are 
planned for in this budget. 

“As we add acreage and devel¬ 
op that acreage, we place a 
greater burden on the public 
works crew,” Smith told council. 
“For example, we already have 
a substantial increase in the 
number of ball fields that have 
to be maintained. This year we 
have more trail activity — the 
Perimeter Trail and the Gladys 
Spellman Overpass Trail.” 

“Does that mean,” asked Weid- 
enfeld with a wide grin, “that 
you have enough work to do?” 

“Too much,” replied a dour 
Parks Superintendent Dennis 
Dornekamp. 

A major project planned for 
this year is landscaping the en¬ 
trance to the Buddy Attick Park 
($3,000) and reconstruction of 
the entrance road ($12,000). Mul¬ 
ti-year development plans call 
for continued improvements to 
Greenbriar Park (small picnic 
shelter, $2,100, and sheltered 
bench and table, $800) and to 
Springhill Lake Park (multi-pur¬ 
pose play area at golf course 
$3,300). 

Improvements to ball fields 
this year include night-lights for 
Braden Field. Council hopes the 
old lights can be used somewhere 
else within the city. Yes, but 
we’ll need poles and a new power 
source, replied staff. 

A tiff developed between Pilski 
and Dornekamp over beautif- 
cation plans for all areas of city- 
owned land. Pilski pushed hard 
for more “passive recreation” 
and beauty spots “as pretty as 
you have on Southway, I’m look¬ 
ing for someone with imagina¬ 
tion . . he continued, looking 
straight at Dornekamp. “The 
Crescent Road area is also an 
entrance to the city . . . We 
need to come up with a plan.” 

But Dornekamp wasn’t biting. 
When confronted with the ques¬ 
tion, “What do you want to see?”

Dornekamp, still dour, replied, 
“Ballfields.” 

“Mr. D. hasn't drawn up an ov¬ 
erall plan,” intervened Weiden- 
feld after some moments, “be¬ 
cause council hasn’t directed that 
it be done and his boss hasn't 
told him to do it.” 

Giese then ticked off the list 
of beautification efforts that have 
been accomplished since the 
Southway project — at Spring- 
hill Lake and Greenbriar most 
recently. Putens added the Wind¬ 
sor Green entrance, which Dorn¬ 
ekamp designed and the home- 
owners association paid for. 

Pilski, again pushing his point, 
retorted with Candy Cane City 
and the adjacent creek: “What 
can we do with that area? Is 
it really attractive?” He insist¬ 
ed an overall plan be drawn up 
and something listed in the “spe¬ 
cial objectives” section of the 
Parks budget. 

“If we don’t have a good pro¬ 
gram in parks, and that costs 
money,” said Giese, getting in 
the last word, “it’s because we 
haven’t budgeted money for 
that.” 

North End Community Center 

Giese has proposed a budget of 
$86,000 for the North End Com¬ 
munity Center, a rough estimate 
of what it might cost to operate 
the building annually. Initial 
cost of reopening the old school 
(major repairs) would come from 
two sources: (1) $45,000 budget¬ 


ed for use this year but not spent 
because the board of education 
has not yet released the property 
and (2) unappropriated reserv¬ 
es . 

A yearly appropriation of $86,- 
000 equals 5c on the tax rate. 
Some portion of that cost could 
be covered through rental of 
space in the building. For ex¬ 
ample, the city has received one 
inquiry for a day care center 
there. Though no definition has 
been set on who would use the 
building, its primary purpose 
would likely be to house city pro¬ 
grams and maybe office space for 
community non-profit organiza¬ 
tions. The city is sharply re¬ 
stricted on how much income can 
be realized from the building be¬ 
fore antagonizing the county 
(which is essentially giving a- 
way the valuable property) and 
the state (which is still paying 
off the construction loan for the 
last addition and renovation of 
the building). 

Giese sees the building as a 
heavy financial burden for the 
city and wants council and the 
taxpayers — both very enthusi¬ 
astic about obtaining the proper¬ 
ty — to be aware of the cost in¬ 
volved. These costs are “one 
reason for (my suggesting a cap¬ 
ital improvements) bond issue,” 
Giese told council. “There is a 
need here for decision-making by 
council,”

lations concerning minimum up¬ 
keep of members’ premises. 

The last petition, also likely 
to engender debate, requests the 
board to present a list of “ap¬ 
proved actions of the board” dur¬ 
ing the year preceding the annual 
meeting for the information of 
members. The preamble to this 
resolution, however, states that 
members could “have an oppor¬ 
tunity to review board actions 
and question any particular item 
before voting their approval of 
the board’s conduct of GHI busi¬ 
ness.” It is obviously not clear 
whether or not those who signed 
the petition want all board mo¬ 
tions, even including ratification 
of contracts, to be approved by 
the membership at the annual 
meeting or if they still wish the 
board to represent the member¬ 
ship and reach decisions on the 
conduct of GHIs affairs.
